Stormy "Weather. 


In an article on oiled roads in Cali- 


fornia published iu The Citrograpb the 
writer, Theodore F. White, says: 


"Oil has been used a number of years 


for laying dust, but \ve are using it as 
one of the principal elements in build- 
ing permanent roads. We commenced 
using oil on roads in San Bernardino 
county in the spring of 1890 and made 
a contract with a company to oil twen- 
ty-five to thirty miles of roads in the 
vicinity of San Bernardino, Redlands, 
Highland, Rialto and Colton, the con- 
tractor to put on three applications of 
oil during the season and keep the 
roads free from dust from the 1st of 
May till the 1st of December. The

contract price was $204 per mile. It 
will be perceived from this that the 
idea was to keep the dust down, to u'.o 
oil instead of •water, and the contract- 
or used just enough oil to accomplish 
this. The results were for tho most 
part satisfactory. 


"But in 1900, with the knowledge we 


had pained, we concluded to undertake 
the oiling of rotods ourselves. \Vo ad- 
vanced a step and while keeping the 
dust down attempted to build up a sur- 
face that would take the wear of trav- 
el; in other words, to use oil as an im- 
portant element in making a perma- 
nent roadt>ed. We did not skimp the 
quantity, but poured on a generous 
amount, from 100 to 150 barrels to tfle 
mile, eighteen feet wide, and we ob- 
tained a Rood wearing surface, and the 
roads so treated are In excellent con- 
dition. 


"A road Intended for oiling to which 


oil has ne\er before been applied 
should be carefully prepared some 
months before. It should bo graded 
and crowned and rolled hard while 
there is sufficient moisture In the ma- 
terial of tho roadbed to make it pack 
well. If done when it is dry, a copious 
drenching with water will be ncce-sa- 
ry. The oil Is applied hot, from 200 
degrees F. up. This is important, for 
the reason that the oil is thick and 
mo\cs feluggibhly when cold, whet ens 
it should be as thin and active as wa- 
ter to penetrate the load surface and 
mix -with any loose dust covering it. 
In the neighborhood of refinenoh tho 
oil can be obtained directly from the 
refinery ft a Icinperutiiro of 2.~U to :)00 
degrees F. 


"The hot oil is run from the tanks 


into oil wagons holding about twenty 
barrels of fortj-two srallon^, which re- 
quire- two to four horses to diaw to 
place of distribution, according to con- 
dition of roads, distance, etc. We have 
taken oil five or six miles fiom place of 
heating. Ten to twelve miles, I should 
say, would be the practicable limit, 
and if the distance is even as much as 
six miles I shou'd suggest that tho 
hauling tank be jacketed to retain the 
heat. From the oil wagon the oi! is run 
Into a distributor and sprinkled or 
poured over the road. 


"The California Dustlo«?s Roads, com- 


pany makes n machine that hitches on 
behind tho wagon and distributes the 
oil over n strip six feet wide, three 
strips wide being the u^unl widlh of 
application. This distribution has open- 
ings six inches apart, opened and 
closed by valves operated 1>3" levers. It 
also has> stirring fingers and drags for 
going over the road after the oil is put 
on to mix the dust and loose covering 
of tho road. This was designed for 
dusty roads for laying the dust with 
oil in place of sprinkling with water. 


"The cost of applying oil varies of 


course with the distance hauled and 
quantity required. 
In one instance, 


where the oil was hauled three mil"s, 
two men and four horses put on sixty 
barrels per day, covering a half mile 
of road twenty feet wide. The two 
men, with four horses, were paid $1 .f>0 
per day. So in this Instance it cost .$13 
per mile to apply the oil. 


"One great advantage in oil on roa'ls 


which we did not fully anticipate 
when commencing its use is the preser- 
vation of the road against washing and 
cutting out from the winter storms. 
We had a storm nbout a year ago 
which wound up with a fall of nearly 
six Inches In one night. The country 
was flooded for a "short time, many 
bridges were carried off and great dam- 
nge done in places to tho roads. 
We 


bad a chance to compare the effects of 
the flood on a graveled road without 
oil jind a graveled road prepai'cd and 
oiled as above described. 


"An oiled rond extends from Rinlto 


to San Bernardino. At one point It de- 
scends on a 7 or 8 per cent grade. Here 
tho water rushed down the middle of 
The rond with great velocity, but with- 
out doing damage. Half a inilo south 
another road, with nbont tho snine- 
grtule. but without oil, was 
Intlly 


washed. Such examples might lie mul- 
tiplied. 


"So our experience goe« to show that 


«n oiled road not only stands tho wear 
of travel, but resists tho dl«Integratinvr 
effect of storm xrater." 


Row tlie PrUoner* Build 


In the South. 


TAe southern states are in a better 


position than the northern to prqgress 
fast In roadmakiug, for nearly all of 
them have adopted in some form the 
system of employing convict labor for 
highway construction. North Carolina 
was the leader in this work and now 
puts all county and all state convicts 
sentenced for a less term than ten 
years at work in roadbuilding. South 
Carolina employs all convicts on a sen- 
tence of less than five years. In Ten- 
nessee, Alabama and Georgia, county 
and many state convicts are thus work- 
ed. A movement is being made to ex- 
tend the system in these three states 
and to adopt it in Virginia. 


The arguments in favor of this em- 


ployment of convicts are that at does 
away with the great expense of large 
penitentiaries, is healthier and better 
for convicts and more humane, too, 
takes them away from competition 
with free labor to the greatest possible 
degree, enables the county or state to 
build greatly needed highways at low 
cost and thus makes their labor of ben- 
efit to the public, which has been put 
to expense by their crimes. The cost 
of convict labor on the public roads in 
the south varies from 22 to SO cents a 
day, sajs the Boston Herald. This in- 
cludes their food and clothing and care. 


In the states -where it is used a sys- 


tem of com Set camps, with movable 
prison houses, is provided. There are al 
ways an o\erseer and sufficient armed 
guards to look after the gang. Now and 
then a convict escapes. As a rule they 
are contented. The men are of course 
In the south mostly colored. One in a 
dozen Is white. 


They are given considerable freedom 


in their movements and at times are 
made undorforemen over their fellows 
or put to woik at special labor where 
they must bu trusted. In most locali- 
ties they are dressed in pilson uniform 
and given a ball and chain, these latter 
often being rented when they estab- 
lish a reputation. In some localities 
they are left free from ball and chain 
and not made to wear prison garb un- 
less state convicts. 


A visit to some convict camps at 


night re-veals the characteristic spirit 
of the southern negro. At Augusta, 
Ga., they were found with musical in- 
struments of various kinds, giving a 
concert for their own entertainment. 
Tim guards say many of those men 
are habitual members of the chain 
gang. One man was pointed out who 
was said to feel at home nowhere else. 
Soon after he is liberated he eomcf 
back on a now sentence, happy as car 
be, with a fiddle under his arm.

found necessary in u nulo of ro,uh\:u 
as it is to carry the •water along Hie 
higher side of the road a mile or more 
and be compelled to delhor it in a 
twenty-four inch culvert. When water 
is permitted to remain in the founda- 
tion of a road through the winter, it 
freezes, expands and loosens the soil. 
One hundred volumes of water make 
when frozen 101) volumes of ice. When 
the warn) spring weather comes, t h i s 
ice melts, and as there is no place for 
the water to go the rnts in the springy 
soil become deeper and deeper until 
wagons often sink to their hubs and 
horses flounder laboriously through llio 
resulting slough. The remedy, there- 
fore, is to get rid of tho water in tbo 
foundation of the road, and get rid of 
it before it has time to soften the sub- 
structure or freeze. For this purpose it 
is advisable to construct horizontal 
drains under tho roadway, which 
should empty into the open drains or 
the natural water courses at frequent 
intervals. 


After the drains have been carefully 


laid, the ditch should be half rilled 
with rough, broken stones or, if no 
stones are available, with broken brick- 
bats, coarse sand, gravel, cinders or 
some other 4nipcrlshabio material. A 
little bay, sod or brush packed around 
the tile to prevent silt from washing in 
and clogging the drains will be useful. 
The ditch can then bo tamped fnl/ of 
firm earth. Care should be exercised 
in keeping the drains open and unob- 
structed at outlets. Underdrains are 
useless nnless outlets arc provided, for 
if the outlet is obstructed the water is 
kept standing in tho drains until it 
soaks in and softens tho foundation. 
(Where the road is built on a steep 
grade some provision should be inn do 
to prevent the washing of tho gutters 
into deep gullies. This can bo done by 
paving the bottoms and sides of the 
glitters with bricks or field stones. In 
order to make tho (low as small as pos- 
sible In side ditches it Is often advisa- 
ble to construct frequent outlets into 
the adjacent fields or streams, or, If 
possible, to Iny underground pipes or 
blind drains with screened opentngtt 
into side ditches at frequent Interval*. 
Tho size of side ditches should depend 
upon tho amount of water they are ex- 
pected to carry.

However the science of production may 
be advanced, it is the giving of efficient 
and low priced means of distribution 
which is the most etticient agent in In- 
creasing production whether of factory, 
field or mine. 


True as this is, it Is remarkable that 


in this rapidly growing country of ours 
we ha\u long neglected the luropcr de- 
velopment of our highway system, says 
a writer In the Boston Herald. 
We 


have, in fact, neve-loped our transpor- 
tation system in an unnatural way. 
The proper development should havo 
bet;n first the public highways, second 
thu railroad and waterways. 


With the era of railroad building, 


with which began the country's won- 
derful development, the neglect of the 
common highway system commenced. 
This neglect continued until n very re- 
cent period. It bfgiiia to look now as 
If wo wore returning to tile elementary 
work in our traimportation system. 


In taking up this work ihere is start- 


Ing ii new industrial effort which, in 
lt« effect upon the social life of tho 
people niid the agricultural and indus- 
trial development, Is us important as 
nny the country lias known.

ROAD GRADING. 


How Field Stone Can Be t'aed to 


Good Advantage. 


The only way to use1 rough material, 


as large field stone, in road grading is 
to make long continuous causeways In 
the bottom of a grade, bringing or fill- 
ing the stone foundation up to a uni- 
form level on top by placing the large 
stone on the outside In a straight line 
for protection to hold the stone grade, 
then the next size iu the bottom of 
holes and low places, using ull of the 
small ones on top leveling up to an 
average depth of about one foot thick 
and ten feet wide, writes A. J. Sagcr in 
the Climax (Mich.) Cereal. The object 
in assorting and placing the .stone with 
the small ones on top is to give the 
grade a uniform oven surface to drive 
over with stone and dirt while build- 
ing. 


When the grade; Is new, the earth 


cover will cut through to the small 


imo ou top, causing n uniform even 


rut to be formed, carrying the load un- 
til repairs are made the next year, 
whereas if! the stone Is dumped into 
the bottom and top of the grade hap- 
hazard the surface will be uneven, the 
Bides irregular and the road impassable 
while new for heavy loads during tho 
wet seasons;. Again, if the small stones 
are placed on top of the stone grade 
th"y will keep the earth cover from 
settling into the voids between the 
large stones in the bottom, thus form- 
ing a good practical drainage for the 
earth cover before any ditches arc 
made for the now road grade.

The earth cover for the stone grade 


should be hauled from the banks of 
high land, using gravel mixed with a 
'dttle clay or clay hardpan, not using 
thu black loam, sods or other rough 
surface material at hand because it 
is more convenient. 
Tho same care 


should be used in selecting the materi- 
al to cover the center of a permanent 
stono causeway, as in permanent earth 
road construction.
